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Critics from both parties decry predicted $2.4 trillion deficit 


WASHINGTON! The government’s budget out- 
look deteriorated further on Monday as the 
Congressional Budget Office projected nearly 
$2.4 trillion in deficits over the next decade, 
providing new fuel for an election-year battle 
over soaring federal shortfalls. 

Along with the forecast, almost $1 trillion 
worse than estimated in August, Congress’s 
nonpartisan fiscal watchdog said this year’s 
deficit would hit $477 billion. That would 


be a record in dollar terms. 

Although the report envisioned red ink 
ebbing to $362 billion next year and reced- 
ing thereafter, it stirred up Democrats, who 
blame President Bush for squandering the 
unprecedented surpluses of just three years 
ago; and conservative Republicans, who say 
he has let the budget spin out of control. 

“These budget deficits as far as the eye can 
see are the predictable result of a president 


and Congress spending 
taxpayer dollars with reck- 
less abandon,” said Brian 
Riedl of the conservative 
Heritage Foundation. 

Critics from both par- 
ties say the actual short- 
falls could be even worse 
because the budget office 
excluded the cost of the likely extension of tax 
cuts and other items that are set to expire in

A Final, Frigid 
Push for N.H. 
Undecideds 

NASHUA, N.H. I From coffee shops to truck 
stops, Democratic presidential hopefuls took 
their last dose of small- state retail politick- 
ing with a collective grimace, testy, cold and 
tired after a seesaw week of campaigning. 

Most public polls gave Sen. John Kerry of 
Massachusetts a double-digit lead over former 
Vermont Gov. Howard Dean, though at least 
one survey had the pair in a dead heat. Sen. 
John Edwards of North Carolina, retired Army 
Gen. Wesley Clark and Sen. Joe Lieberman 
of Connecticut were trailing. 

Campaign strategists said internal polls and 
anecdotal evidence indicated that Dean and 
Edwards had the most momentum heading 
into today’s vote. New Hampshire has a storied 
history of upsets and surprises, largely because 
of a choosy electorate loaded with indepen- 
dents who can vote in party primaries. 

“This race could still go any number of 
ways,” said Wayne Lesperance, political sci- 
ence professor at New England College in 
Henniker, N.H. “The question is, how far do

Judge declares section 
outlawing advice to 
terror groups unlawful 

LOS ANGELES | For the first time, a 
federal judge has declared unconsti- 
tutional a section of the USA Patriot 
Act that bars giving expert advice 
or assistance to groups designated 
foreign terrorist organizations. 

In a ruling handed down late 
Friday and made available Monday, 
U.S. District Judge Audrey Collins 
said the ban is impermissibly vague 
in its wording. 

The U.S. Justice Department is 
reviewing the ruling, spokesman 
Mark Corallo said in a statement 
from Washington. 

Corallo called the Patriot Act — 
the federal anti-terrorism statute 
passed in the aftermath of Sept. 11 
— “an essential tool in the war on 
terror” and asserted that the por- 
tion at issue in the ruling was only a 
modest amendment to a pre-exist- 
ing anti-terrorism law. 

David Cole, a Georgetown 
University law professor who 


argued the case on behalf of 
the Humanitarian Law Project, 
declared the ruling “a victory for 
everyone who believes the war on 
terrorism ought to be fought con- 
sistent with constitutional prin- 
ciples.” 

The case before the court 
involved five groups and two U.S. 
citizens seeking to provide sup- 
port for lawful, nonviolent activi- 
ties on behalf of Kurdish refugees 
in Turkey. 

The Humanitarian Law Project 
said the plaintiffs were threat- 
ened with 15 years in prison if 
they advised groups on seeking a 
peaceful resolution of the Kurds’ 
campaign for self-determination 
in Turkey. That country’s military 
has been battling Kurdish rebels 
seeking autonomy since 1984, a 
fight that has left some 37,000 
people dead. 

The judge’s ruling said the law, 
as written, does not differentiate 
between impermissible advice on 
violence and encouraging the use 
of peaceful, nonviolent means to

Teen Convicted in Fla. Death Released 


Lionel Tate, once the 
youngest person given 
a life term, walks free 

FORT LAUDERDALE, FLA. | Lionel 
Tate, the boy who killed a 6 -year- 
old playmate and became the 
youngest defendant in the United 
States to be locked away for life, was 
released Monday after three years 
behind bars. 

Circuit Judge Joel Lazarus earli- 
er ordered Tate, now 16, freed with- 


out bail, a month after an appeals 
court threw out the boy’s conviction 
because his mental competency was 
not evaluated before trial.

Building in Cairo

Boy in Thailand dies, 
becoming the 7th 
victim of deadly virus 

BANGKOK, THAILAND I Thailand con- 
firmed its first fatality from bird 
flu Monday, raising the number 
of deaths in Asia from the disease 
to seven — the deadliest outbreak 
since 1997. 

Pakistan became the eighth 
country to report infections, with a 
government official saying Monday 
that 1.5 million chickens died from a 
strain of the vims different than the 
one blamed for the human fatalities. 
Bird flu has triggered mass slaugh- 
ter of chickens across Asia. 

Scientists believe people get the 
disease through contact with sick 
birds. The victim in Thailand was a 
6 -year- old boy who fell ill after play- 
ing with chickens in his village. 

Although there has been no evi- 
dence of human-to -human trans- 
mission, health officials are con- 
cerned the disease might mutate 
further and link with regular 
influenza to create a disease that 
could trigger the next human flu 
pandemic. 

“This is now spreading too 
quickly for anybody to ignore 
it,” said WHO spokesman Peter

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | The government 
minister in charge of Iraq’s internal 
security blamed al Qaeda for some 
of the attacks on coalition troops 
and their Iraqi allies. 

“There is a presence of al Qaeda 
in this country,” Interior Minister 
Nouri Badran said. “A lot of the sui- 
cide attacks have the fingerprints of 
the crimes committed by al Qaeda.” 

Badran offered no specific evi- 
dence to support his claim, and U.S. 


military officials have said they 
believe the overwhelming major- 
ity of attacks have been the work of 
Iraqis loyal to Saddam Hussein. 

However, a U.S. official in 
Washington said Saturday that 
Kurdish forces had captured a 
senior al Qaeda figure as he tried 
to enter northern Iraq. Hassan 
Ghul, believed to be a senior facil- 
itator in Osama bin Laden’s terror 
network, was turned over to the 
United States and is being inter- 
rogated at an undisclosed loca- 


tion, the official said on condition 
of anonymity. 

On Monday, President Bush 
praised Ghul’s capture. “He was 
a killer,” Bush told an audience in 
Little Rock, Ark. “He was moving 
money and messages around South 
Asia and the Middle East to other 
al Qaeda leaders. He was a part of 
this network of haters.”

Parmalat Audit Shocker 


Italian conglomerate s 
debt was $15.6 billion 
more than it reported 

ROME I Confirming fears of inves- 
tigators, a new audit of Parmalat 
found that the dairy conglomer- 
ate’s debt was about $15.6 billion 
higher — or more than seven times 
greater — than it reported in the 
fall, months before the huge fraud 
scandal erupted. 

The audit, released Monday, 
found that according to company 


accounts, net debt stood at $17-9 
billion for the nine -month period 
ending Sept. 30 and not at the $2.25 
billion Parmalat had reported. 

The scandal exploded in 
December after the company admit- 
ted it did not have a $5 billion account 
with Bank of America as Parmalat 
had stated in September. 

Investigators have said they 
believe that some of the unreported 
debt was linked to huge infusions of 
cash from the company to business- 
es owned by Parmalat founders, the

TOKYO I Toyota Motor Corp. sur- 
passed Ford Motor Co. as the world’s 
No. 2 automaker, according to glob- 
al sales numbers released Monday 
by the Japanese automaker. 

Toyota’s worldwide sales for 
2003 were of 6.78 million vehicles, 


up from 6.17 million the previous 
year. Ford said its 2003 sales slipped 
to 6.72 million vehicles, down from 
6.97 million the year before. 

The world’s largest automaker 
remains General Motors, which sold

In the second case 
in Denmark since the adoption of 
anti-spam legislation in 2000, the 
Maritime and Commercial Court in 
Copenhagen convicted TeleRingen 
Aircom. The ruling “will not stop 
spam in Denmark but it will defi- 
nitely put a cork in it,” said Martin 
Thorborg of the Copenhagen-based 
SPAMfighter company. “The fine 
will tell spammers across the world 
that it’s not acceptable and that it

WINTER SPORTS I On abroad begin- 
ners’ slope in Wintergreen, Va., 
teenagers on skis and snowboards 
glided, except when they skidded or 
toppled. On a narrow path next to 
the bunny run, families on snow- 
shoes strode or plodded, but stayed 
on their feet. 

Unlike skiing, beginner snow- 
shoeing does not require instruc- 
tion; all it requires is the ability to 
walk. And it burns calories — about 
690 an hour, said David Ingemie, 
president of Snowsports Industries 
America. 

As an activity, snowshoeing has 
hit the ground running, according 
to the trade group’s figures. About 



No longer do snowshoes resemble 
tennis rackets strapped to one’s feet. 


5.9 million people went snowshoe- 
ing at least once in 2002, double the 
number in 1998. One reason for the 


increase is improvement in equip- 
ment, such as snap -together bind- 
ings and lightweight frames. 

Snowshoe proponents want to 
attract summer walkers who don’t 
get out on the trails in the winter 
— those who see snowshoeing as 
“day hiking in the winter,” said 
Frank Hugelmeyer, president of the 
Outdoor Industry Association. 

Hikers might find the going 
easier on snowshoes than in boots, 
said snowshoer Patrick Stark. “As 
the snow builds, it hides all the 
imperfections and uneven ter- 
rain, so you actually are coasting 
over rocks and boulders and stuff.”

“Blankets.” 

But he stayed, and found a job as 
a designer with Dark Horse Comics, 
the nation’s fourth largest publisher 
in the growing comic book industry. 
Now Thompson is part of a thriving 
Portland comics scene that includes 
journalist Joe Sacco and superhero 
comics writer Greg Rucka. 

Portland and its suburbs are 
home to such publishers as Dark 
Horse, Oni Press and Top Shelf 
Publications. 

“Blankets,” a 2003 Top Shelf 
release, explores adolescent inse- 
curities, faith, family and first 
loves with delicate images of snow 
and sleep. The 582 -page coming- 
of-age tale deals with such thorny 
subjects as molestation and grow- 
ing up in a fundamentalist Christian 
household. 

“Stories I pursue I always want 
to be, at the risk of sounding pre- 
tentious, literary,” says Thompson, 
who grew up in Wisconsin and 


whose favorite authors include 
Vladimir Nabokov and Gabriel 
Garcia Marquez. 

Sacco takes the approach of a 
war correspondent, filing gritty 
dispatches from the front lines of 
human suffering. His books, which 
include “Palestine” and the Bosnian 
war journal “Safe Area Gorazde,” 
chronicle armed conflicts in a car- 
toonish, crosshatch-heavy style. 

The stories have a dark, absurdist 


humor, according to the 43 -year- 
old Sacco, who studied journalism 
at the University of Oregon. 

He travels frequently from 
Portland to Europe and the Middle 
East, and most recently went to the 
Rafah refugee camp in the Gaza 
Strip. 

Rucka has taken a more tradi- 
tional approach to comics, simulta- 
neously writing titles for DC Comics’ 
“Batman,” “Superman” and “Wonder 


Woman” series — the first writer to 
tackle such a hat trick since 1974. 

The task puts Rucka, 33, in a vul- 
nerable position, given the decreas- 
ing appetite for serial, pamphlet- 
style comic books. But the published 
novelist says tales of musclebound, 
masked men and women let read- 
ers examine human struggles on 
a superhuman scale. “Nobody 
would have asked the Greeks, ‘Why 
Hercules?”’ sarah linn (ap) 


Everywhere at Once 


Mindy Smith pulls 
together musical 
strands on her debut 

MUSIC I Mindy Smith is a singer- 
songwriter whose musical loom 
weaves a disciplined vocal style, 
thoughtful lyrics and well- crafted 
tunes into a delightful tapestry on 
the album “One Moment More” 
(Vanguard). 

After the bluesy, driving power

Her haunting cover of Dolly 
Parton’s “Jolene” in a hidden 12th 
track — the only song not written 
by Smith — reflects Smith’s love of 
Appalachian music in its arrange- 
ment. The author gives her stamp of 
approval by singing background. 

On other tracks, Smith’s sing- 
ing- song writing skills can be lik- 
ened to those of Shawn Colvin, 
Gretchen Peters, Patty Griffin 
or Jewel. Smith may be 
hard to classify, but she’s 
a joy to listen to. tom

Golden Years 


Who says the Golden 
Globes are less than 
legit? The competition 

AWARDS I In the neat dichotomy 
of Hollywood’s value system, the 
Oscars are a good, legitimate awards 
show; the Golden Globe Awards a 
vulgar second cousin to which we 
should pay no attention. 

Most of the grousing about the 
Globes, sponsored by the Hollywood 
Foreign Press Association, centers 
around its iffily credentialed vot- 
ing base — there’s talk of reviewers 
from major European newspapers 
being shut out of the association in 
favor of “critics” whose papers don’t 
actually exist. 

The criticism is fair enough. But 
the Academy of Motion Picture Arts 
and Sciences — the Oscars’ voting 
body — may not want to point out 
how black that kettle is until it 
examines its own pot- shaped self. 

Academy voters have proven 
themselves no better qualified to 
hand out awards, although theirs 
have been deemed the most impor- 
tant arbiters of quality. The voters 
tend to be elderly and uninterested 
in current films, not involved in the 
industry at all and, worst of all, so 
blatantly ignorant of the year’s crop

of product that they don’t just refuse 
to watch the screeners they’re sent, 
but some even try to turn a buck by 
selling the freebies online. 

The Golden Globes earned legit- 
imacy the old-fashioned way — by 
getting the stars to show up. The 
Globes have become a more reliable 
bellwether of how the Oscar votes 
will go than the New Hampshire 
primary is of the November elec- 
tion. That’s a measure of the for- 
eign press’s shrewdness; plus, the 
stars — and their clothes, which on 
Sunday were Oscar night- worthy — 
create a kind of cumulative validity 
by their presence. 

While the same impulses that 
drive Oscar votes were at work 
at this year’s Globes — it’s Peter 
Jackson’s time; it’s Sean Penn’s year 
but not Johnny Depp’s; Charlize 
Theron didn’t gain 30 pounds in 
vain — the HFPA is a little less 
inclined to reward sentimentality 
over quality, giving BBC’s thorny, 
deadpan comedy “The Office” two 
high-end awards over gone-to-seed 
cable buzz-generators. 

If the Academy Awards can’t 
make a better case for its place at the 
top of the awards food chain, and 
viewers tire of the ceremony’s pomp 
in contrast to the Globes’ face-stuff- 
ing celebrities and zippy pace, then 
it’s not the foreigners who stole the 
title of Most Important Film Awards 
Show, but the Academy that let it

A Working-Class Hero 


Dizzee Rascal’s odd, 
gritty hip-hop speaks 
out for the voiceless 

M u S l C I Like the rest of his raw, yet 
meticulous debut CD, British new- 
comer Dizzee Rascal — 19 -year-old 
Dylan Mills to his ma — chose the 
title carefully. 

“Boy in Da Corner” (XL/ 
Matador) sounds like the work of a 
man with his back against the wall, 
ready to lash out one moment and 
welcome reinforcements the next. 

His lyrics are a harrowing 
hodgepodge of class concerns, 
violence and trying to make the 


most of the struggle. His delivery 
is twitchy and over-caffeinated, 
oddly excited about laying out the 
details of his hard-knock life. But 
it is his music — a new British con- 
coction dubbed “grime” for its grit- 
ty, unadorned mixture of hip-hop, 
dance music and other esoterica — 
that really gives the whole project 
a claustrophobic edge. 

The first single, “Jus’ a Rascal,” 
has a faux- operatic chorus that 
offers a break in his high-speed 
spitting of rhymes. Such boldness 
doesn’t always translate into lis- 
tenable tracks, and sometimes 
Dizzee’s desire to shock gets the 
best of him.

When it works, it’s incredibly 
impressive. “Fix Up, Look Sharp,” 
the album’s most upbeat track, 
takes a Billy Squier sample and 
turns it into a brash introduction 
of his ideas and his unique phrasing 
and inflection. For example, “girl” 
in his heavy East London accent 
rhymes with “yell.” You can imag- 
ine what he does with rhymes like 
“Tropicana” and “banana,” as well 
as his barrage of British slang. 

Will America go for such a 
strange, unflinching look into a 
foreign world? Hard to say, espe- 
cially since it basically ignored the 
more accessible effort from The 
Streets that helped launch this style. 
Nevertheless, it is strong enough 
that Dizzee Rascal will make sure 
that England has a major say on 
the future of hip -hop . glenn * |

REGROUPING I Court TV tapped for- 
tuitously into the Zeitgeist in 1995 
as the public obsessed over O.J. 
Simpson’s criminal trial and the 
channel’s ratings soared. 

Once Simpson’s trial ended, 
though, with nothing else of that 
magnitude to follow, the channel’s 
easy ride got bumpier. 

Now, celebrity trials are back in 
the news, but it’s not the old Court 
TV anymore. With a flood of high- 
profile trials approaching — those of 
former NBA player Jayson Williams, 
Robert Blake, Martha Stewart, 
Kobe Bryant, Scott Peterson and 
the biggest of all, Michael Jackson 
— Court TV has become “Court TV: 
The Investigation Channel,” and 
its programming reflects a more

entertainment-oriented strategy the 
network adopted because big trials 
didn’t come along often enough to 
sustain it. 

The channel even threw a New 
York City party for the premiere of 
its original movie on the decidedly 
non-glitzy topic of political asylum, 
“Chasing Freedom.” 


In the coming weeks and 
months, the network will perform 
a delicate balancing act, and not 
just with overlapping courtroom 
dates. Throughout daytime hours, 
it will juggle coverage of the vari- 
ous high-profile trials. In addition, 
the network’s star Jackson-watcher, 
reporter and anchor Diane Dimond, 
will be a frequent commentator on 
NBC’s “Today.” 

Court TV won’t be alone in cover- 
ing these trials. Major broadcast net- 
works and specialty cable networks 
devote attention to high-profile tri- 
als. But Court TV officials hope the 
daytime watchers will still tune in 
after the trials are over. The channel 
has invested hundreds of millions of 
dollars in original prime-time series, 
such as “Psychic Detective,” along 
with reruns of the likes of “NYPD
